A GUNNER'S TRAGIC DEATH. 


THREW MIMSELF OVER HOSPITAL 


VERANDAL. 
| A Court of Enquiry assembled ‘at Lhe 
Military ‘Hospital, Bower Read, . yester- 
day, to investigate and report upon the 
circumstances attending. the death” of 


Gunier W. Woodhouse, . .who threw him- }- 


self over" the verandah ‘of one, of the 


‘wards, in which. be was a pationt, suffer- 
ing from malaria at the time. 

The Court consisted of Captain W. J. 
‘O’Brien, M.C., King’s Regt: (President), 
Captain. R. F.. Walker, M.C., TRAMLC., 
and, Lieutenant G. R. Jillings, RGA. 

The evidence given was to the cffect 
vias Major "A. 8. Littlejohns, D.S.0., 

R.AMLC., observed from an adjoining 
ward, Woodhouse, first sitting up in bed, 
and ‘u' moment later. standing beside his 
bed. He shouted to him to get back to 
his. bed. Woodhouse looked round the 
room, then turncdsand ran through the 
folding dovrs' on to the veratidah, Major | | 
Littlojohns. went on to the verandah im- 
mnediately, but Woodhouse had disappear- 
ed, . He found deceased immediately be- 
low tho verandah, He had. him. removed’ 
to' the operating theatre and administer- 
ed: stimulative treatment, but deceased’ 
pulse gradually failed. and he died:ten 


minutes later, alniost immediately’ after 


his removal back ‘to. his bed in the ward.
